Vallego, Oal., Sept., 20. — A 
local inventor have evolved a 
wireless photographic instrument 
which wotks only at night and 
reflects on a mirrow, it is said, 
a picture of everything within a 
radius of several miles. He has 
been invited by Secretary of tbe 
Nav> Daniels to take the ma 
chine to Washington for inspec- 
tion »v experts of tbe Navy De 
pan men t. 

The instrument receives its im 
pressions from a web of wires at 
tached to a tall mast. For this 
reason it is adaptable to ships, 
making impossible, its inventor 
claims, night collisions, aocideuts 
due to foga and running afoul of 
icebergs. It would be valuable, 
too, it is oiarfmed, for army use, 
as the movements of the enemy 
at nightNcould be easily fol- 
lowed. 

A test was made recently of 
the instrument here. The night 
waa dark, but observer! say they 
aaw reflected on the machine's 
mirror a pictuie of tbe district 
for a distance of two miles; saw 
shipping in tbe vicinity of 
the Mate Island navy-vards, rail- 
way trains pasting up sod down 
the valley and persons on the 
streets of the city. 

The inventor formerly was a 
wireless expert iu the Govern- 
ments employ.

The Earlington School Board' 
held a meeting Siturday night at 
which a very encouraging report 
was had from the treasurer as to 
the collection of the school tax 
so necessary to keep the school 
going in its usual good form and 
to build upon for better things 
in the future. Treasurer Wise 
expressed himself as being more 
than pleased at the quick re- 
sponse the people of Earlington 
and the entire district have made 
to his ciroular letter sent to each 
taxpayer advising him when the 
tax was due and tbe amount. 
This action on the part of the 
treasurer wat not required by tewv 
but it was his desire to give the 
people of the district tbe fullest 
information and to save any from 
tbe necessity of paying tbe pen- 
alty imposed by law upon those 
who should not make payment 
the limit prescribed. 
When interviewed by the Bee, 
Mr. Wise said he was pleased 
and that he would like the peo- I 
pie of the district to know that ' 
he very thoroughly appreciated f 
their prompt and heartv notion jrp' 
in paying thia tax, this the first 
yeer-a school tax has ever been 
levied in Earlington. Tbe truth' 
is that there are a very few lists 
that have not already been paid,, 
though the collection did not be- 
gin until in August. The penal- 
ty of an added per-oent went on 
under the new Taw, on September 
15th and nearly all the tax wa. 
paid before that date. After 
December 15th the treasurer ia 
anthoriled by law to levy upon 
and to sell property, and to gar- 
nashee wages in order to enforce 
payment. The readinesa with 
k hjch the bulk of tbe tax has al- 
ready been paid indicate! that 
there will be few cases in which 
payment will have to be en for- 
ced 

Superintendent Dudley report- 
ed to the School Board that 
school had opened with the larg- 
est attendance in its history, be- 
ginning on the opening day with 
40 more pupils than ou the open- 
ing day last year. The enroll- 
ment is. still increasing and the 
rooms are all comfortably filled, 
notwithstanding that tbe board 
Tad provided au additional room 
this year. The girls, pU>n>om 
in the basement is now equipped 
as a part of the primary depart 
ment. 

Prof. Dudley, with endorse- 
ment of the School Board, will 
introduce domestic science in- 
struction this year for giyla in 
the sixth, 8eveuib and eighth 
grades, with privilege to t he high 
school girls to ink ■ the instruc- 
rion if they desire.

Corn occupies a greater acreage in 
Kentucky than any otber crop and 
since many other crops are also cul-

It bas been found at the Kentucky 
Kxperlment Station that young rye up 
to six inches in height contain* 5.76 
per cent of protein, and being so rich 
In protein It Is a most excellent feed 
for young animals. Young pigs thrive 
on rye pasture and even In the winter 
can be seen rooting through the anow 
In order to bite off the tender blades. 
In case rye I* sown especially for the 
: use or swine in the winter it would be 
well to sow three or four bushes to the 
acre, one-half thle quantity being 
drilled east and west and the other 
half north and south, which method 
secures almost a sod which Is not 
easily broken through In wet weather. 
It la also a good Idea to sow rye broad-

Farmere generally agree that it la 
vary diflcult to make satisfactory 
gains la young swine during the win- 
ter, but la suggesting along this line, 
a word of commendation should be 
gives to rye paetwre for the late fall, 
durlnf open winter whether, and in 
the early spring.
